Outstanding among the payrol- 
lers was Earl J. McMahon, highly 
paid full-time secretary of the AFL 
Chicago Buflding & Construction 
Trades Council and a vice presi- 
dent of the Illinois State Federa- 
tion of Labor. He collected $4575 
from Sept. 1, 1944, to Aug. 31, 
1946, being carried the first three 
months as a clerk for the super- 
intendent of public instruction, at 
$125 a month, and the rest of the 
time as a Labor Department in- 
vestigator at $200 a month. 

It was McMahon* who joined 
with Rueben G. Soderstrom, presi- 
dent of the state labor federation, 
in-voting last fall to put the 
federation’s executive board on 
record in favor of Green’s elec- 
tion to a third term. The federa- 
tion, at its state convention in Chi- 
cago last October, had refused to 
indorse Green, following a bitter 
behind-the-scenes squabble among 
leaders. 

In 1944, when Green wag run- 
ning for his second term, the state 
federation had been cool to his 
candidacy. In January 1947, how- 
ever, Soderstrom succeeded in 
having his son, Carl, an attorney, 
put on the staté payroll as a 
labor conciliator. Thereafter, the 
elder Soderstrom became one of 
Green’s stanchest adherents. 

Collects $300 a Month. 

Carl Soderstrom collemed $300 
a month, for a total of $7561, un- 
til last Jan. 31, when he was 
dropped from the payroll by Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson’s new director 
of labor, Frank Annunzio. 

McMahon recently rose even 
higher in labor ranks, being elect- 
ed secretary-treasurer of the state 
federation to succeed Victor A. 
Olander, who died last February. 
This job is rated just under the 
. presidency. : 

Two prominent Springfield labor 
leaders on the state payroll were 
Louis Rodier, president of the 
Springfield Building & Construc- 
tion Trades Council and business 
agent 6f Lathers’ Local No. 20, and 
Guy Anthony Long, president and 
business agent of the AFL Chauf- 
feurs’, Teamsters’ & Helpers 
Union. 

Their state connections — de- 
scribed by the Post-Dispatch in a 
story last October — were as in- 
vestigators for Attorney General 
George F. Barrett, who also was 
defeated for re-election last No- 
vember. Rodier drew $11,000 in 
state pay, ‘at $250 a month, from 
April 1, 1945, to Nov. 30, 1948; 
Long drew $4000, at $200 a month, 
from April 1, 1947, to last Nov. 30. 

Rodier threw his weight behind 
the Green-Barrett machine in an 
article in last Labor day’s issue 
of the Illinois Tradesman, Spring-

TRUMAN REQUESTS 
$41,000,000 MORE FOR 
JOBLESS BENEFITS 


WASHINGTON, June 10 GP)— 
President Truman increased by 
$41,000,000 today his estimate of 
how much the Federal Govern- 
ment will need in the next 12 
months for grants to states for 
unemployment compensation and 
er service administra- 

on. 

He asked Congress to appropri- 
ate it. A White House statement 
said the money is necessary “to 
provide for a heavier work load 
in 1950 than had been estimated 
previously.” 

Truman’s budget, submitted to 
Congress in January, carried an 
item of  $135,000,000 for this 
purpose. Unemployment has in- 
creased since then and spending 
for the program is at the rate of 
$140,000,000 a year: 

The $41,000,000 was part of a 
total of $147,597,761 that Truman 
requested of Congress to supple- 
ment funds already requested “for 
this and the next fiscal year. 

He asked for $92,175,407 for the 
1950 fiscal year beginning July 1 
and * $55,422,354 for the current 
year.

In- 
formants said that when the con- 
ference is resumed the ministers 
will have reports of the Berlin ne- 
gotiations before them. 

Yesterday Vishinsky had ac- 
cepted an American request that 
East-West trade and traffic talks 
in Berlin be ended by Monday. 

The Western powers had told 
Russia they were tired of jockey- 
ing in the Paris conference and 
wanted to get results. If the Ber- 
lin talks do not produce an agree- 
ment by Monday the foreign min- 
isters will step in. 

In Berlin, Western officials in- 
vited the Russians to weekend 
talks in an effort to meet the 
Monday deadline. 

The Berlin negotiations for an 
East-West trade and traffic agree- 
ment are being stymied by the 
Western-blessed rail strike. The 
United States, Britain and France 
have told Russia that no accord 
is possible as long as the Berlin 
rail strike continues. 

Yesterday’s Session. 

Yesterday's Big Four session 
was the longest of the conference, 
now in its third week, and prob- 
ably the bitterest. The meeting 
lasted nearly five hours. 

Acheson, after a long discussion 
by Vishinsky on the Berlin cur- 
rency question, said: “If we don’t 
cease this futile discussion we will 
never get anywhere.” 

The session had barely opened 
when Vishinsky demanded that 
the Western Powers agree to the 
establishment of Russian -spon- 
sored currency as the official cur- 
rency for Berlin. Acheson pointed 
out that Vishinsky himself had 
twice vetoed United Nations pro- 
posals to make the so-called “east” 
currency official for all Berlin. 
Since then, Acheson argued, much 
time has passed and many things 
have happened which make such 
procedure unacceptable to the 
West. 

He was supported by French 
Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man and British Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin. Schuman pointed 
out that banking systems, com- 
mercial organizations and all oth- 
er city functions in Berlin are 
divided. Unless some agreement 
can be reached to unify the city, 
Acheson said, unification of cur- 
rency would be unacceptable.

Records List $194,500 in 
Bills — Husband She 


Sued for Divorce Four 
Days Before Death

A prolonged legal battle over 
the $250,000 estate of Mrs.. Mary 
Gass Mueller Butkus, who lived 
on a farm near Belleville, was in 
prospect today after her seven 
brothers and three sisters discov- 
ered she had married secretly her 
farm Manager, Gustav A. Butkus, 


13 years ago, and that there was 
$65,500 less in a safe than her rec- 
ords showed. 

. According to her records, she 
had $194,500 in large bills in a 
safe in a house at 3684 Lierman 
street, St. Louis, but Butkus 
turned over only $129,000 when 
Circuit Judge R. W. Griffith or- 
dered the money impounded at 
Belleville last Monday. Mrs. But- 
kus kept a notebook in which she 
listed the denomination and serial 
number of each bill allegedly in 
the safe, her attorney, Robert 
Otteson, said. 

She died last Monday, four days 
after she had filed suit to divorce 
Butkus on grounds of intemper- 
ance, The $65,500 shortage was 
discovered after she filed suit for 
an accounting last Friday in con- 
nection with the divorce. 

129,000 in Satchel. 

When deputy sheriffs went ‘to 
Butkus’s home on another farm 
near Belleville last Monday, they 
met him as he was walking out 
the front door carrying a small 
black satchel. He was taken to 
Judge Griffith’s office, where the 
satchel was found to contain 124 
$1000 bills and 50 $100 bills. 

Butkus said the $129,000 was all 
that was in the safe in the Lier- 
man street house, which was his 
wife’s winter home, and said he 
was going to Belleville to deposit 
the money when the deputies ar- 
rived. He said he. had decided 
to take the money out of the safe 
because, “it was too much .cash 
to be left lying around.” 

Otteson, her lawyer, said her 
will left one third of the estate 
to her husband and two thirds to 
her brothers and sisters after 
making a few small specific be- 
quests. 

Not mentioned in the will was 
an adopted. son, Dr. E. J. Cruse, 
Black Rock, Ark., whom she adopt- 
ed between the death 31 years ago 
of her first husband, Joseph Muel- 
ler, and her marriage to Butkus. 
If her will should be voided, Dr. 
‘Cruse might receive two thirds of 
the estate and Butkus one third, 
Otteson said. 

Married in 1936. 

Relatives and neighbors of Mrs. 
Butkus, who was 72 years old, had 
thought she had been a widow 
since the death of her first hus- 
band. When her divorcé petition 
was filed, it was learned that she 
had married Butkus, who is 61, in 
Colorado Springs, Colo., in 1936. 
He said she had asked him to 
marry her, Otteson reported. 

For an unexplained reason, they 
went through another marriage 
ceremony in Washington, Mo., in 
1942. They were separated last 
May 27, her petition said, and had 
been living on separate farms, 
both owned by her. 

Her estate, in addition to the 
$194,500 in cash reportedly in the 
Lierman street house safe, in- 
cluded real estate, stocks and 
bonds, Otteson said. She amassed 
her wealth in real estate deals, 
and owned real estate in St. Louis, 
St. Louis county and.St, Clair 
county, he said.

The President worked last night 
to complete an address to be de- 
livered at 3:30 p.m. St. Louis time 
Saturday, highlighting the observ- 
ance with the buddies with whom 
he served in France. (KSD will 
carry the broadcast.) 

With Secretary of State Ache- 
son working at Paris on the Ger- 
man problem and the Senate soon 
to take up the North Atlantic 
pact, the prospects for peace are 
expected to have heavy emphasis 
in the talk.

BARRACKS PLAN 
GETS TRUMAN OK 


He Also Favors Proposal 
by St, Louis Represent- 
_atives to Make It Part

WASHINGTON, June 10—Presi- 


dent Truman announced yesterday 
that he favors the proposal to con- 
vert Jefferson Barracks into a 
national memorial park. 

In response to a question at his 
press conference, he said that he 
had told St. Louis representatives 
he would support the plan, and 
added that he also concurred in 
their suggestion that the memorial 
park be made a part of the St. 
Louis Riverfront Memorial. 

Congressman Ray Karst (Dem.), 
Missouri, whose district embraces 
Jefferson Barracks, has conferred 
with Truman several times on the 
subject, and last week brought 
him a proposed proclamation, 
which has not yet been signed. 
Earlier this year numerous St. 
Louis civic organizations for- 
warded a petition to Karst, which 
he laid before ‘the President, 
urging establishment of the park. 

The petition was in the form of 
a resolution stating the Jefferson 
Barracks, created in 1826 as a 
military outpost, has been one of 
the greatest historical landmarks 
of the nation. It is both fitting and 
proper, the resolution said, that’ 
the National Cemetery at the bar- 
racks be “encompassed by a na- 
tional park with its wooded 
grounds to protect the cemetery 
from encroachment by urban de- 
velopment.”

NEW YORK, June 10 (AP) — 
Prospects for widespread layoffs

The New York Central has an- 
nounced definite plans to lay off 
5475 car and locomotive shop em- 
ployes next week because of the 
coal work stoppage, with further 
layoffs planned as coal traffic 
drops.

The Frisco said 25 per cent of 
the workers on its Memphis di- 
vision between Birmingham and 
Memphis would be affected as the 
division is coal burning, but gave 
no estimate of numbers.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 10—A 
refusal by frepresentatives pf or- 
ganized labor to accept two 
amendments to the Cooper bill, 
designed to replace the King- 
Thompson anti-utility strike law, 
has delayed House consideration 
of the bill, and could block its 

e. 

The amendments, presented by 
Representative Wallace Cooper of 
Warrensburg, -uthor of the bill, 
sought to .et up a code of pro- 
cedure for a fact-finding board 
provided for, the practical effect 
of which would be ta estabMsh 
compulsory arbitration, and au- 
thorize the issuance of injunctions 
in cases of non-acceptance of the 
board’s recommendations. 

The first of the amendments 
was designed to meet a le 
constitutional objection to the law, 
based ona decision of the New 
Jersey Supreme Court, which re- 
cently held a similar law invalid. 

Protests by Two. 

When it was read, Representa- 
tive William A. Rose of St. Louis, 
business agent of the Meat Cut- 
ters’ Union,.and Donnell R. Per- 
ryman of Crystal City, a glass 
worker, protested vigorously. They 
asserted an agreement had been 
reached in the House Labor Com- 
mittee on certain amendments, and 
that the offering of new amend- 

ents was in violation of the un- 
derstanding. 

Representative Henry Andrae of 
Jefferson City supported Cooper 
in his argument that the amend- 
ment strengthened the bill and 
that if the labor representatives 
fully understood it they would 
withdrew their objections. 

The amendment was so long 
that its full importance could not 
be readily understood on its read- 
ing by the clerk, and in view of 
the opposition, Cooper offered" 
to defer further consideration of 
the bill until his amendment and 
the injunction amendment, which 
he had not offered at that time, 
could be printed in the House 
journal. 

Affected by Court Decision. 

The labor representatives indi- 
cated a belief that labor was pre- 
pared to make many concessions 


in getting a law to replace the 
King-Thompson Act, until the 
court decision on the New Jersey 
law. In view of that decision, they 
saw the possibility of having the 
whole King-Thompson Act declared 
unconstitutional, and appeared less 
ready to go far in their conces- 
sions. 

Vance Julian, chairman of the 
State Board of. Mediation, after 
reading the New Jersey decision, 
expressed considerable doubt to- 
day that the Missouri law‘ would 
be held ‘unconstitutional ,on the 
same ground as the New Jersey 
law. He said they were materially 
different. 

If labor representatives should 
go so far as to defeat the Cooper 
bill in the hope that they can 
} knock out the entire King-Thomp- 
son Act, some lawyers believe they 
will be taking a long chance. 
Labor’s principal objections to the 
King-Thompson law were that it 
deprived striking employes of sen- 
jority rights and that it imposed 
heavy penalties on unions and 
union .offi ors in case of strikes. 

Cooper, seeking to write an act 
which would meet labor’s objec 
tions, prepared his bill, which elim- 
inated the penalties, the use of 
injunctions in utility labor dis- 
putes and compuisory arbitration. 

Agree to Amendments. 

It immediately became apparent 
to the labor representatives that 
the Cooper bill could not be passed, 
and that they must agree to 
amendments if they would get 
awuy from the severe penalty sec- 
tions of the King-Thompson law. 
As a result, they agreed in the 
strongly pro-labor House Commit- 
tee on Labor to certain amend- 
ments.

RUSSIANS. MOVING 


Cart Away Office Equip; 
ment From Railway

BERLIN, June 10 (UP) — The 
Russians began evacuating their 
railway headquarters building in 
‘the American sector of Berlin to- 
day after two days of clashes with 
non-Communist strikers. 

West sector German police held 
back angry railway strikers as the 
Russians and their German em- 
ployes began hauling office equip- 
ment from the building and send- 
ing it to East Berlin in relays of. 
automobiles. ; ic 

Soviet officers and east German. 
railway policemen aided in the. 
evacuation. Along with the files, . 
the cars evacuated 10 persons in. 
civilian clothes who had been in 
the building since arly yesterday, 
when strikers invaded and held it. 
for an hour. 

The Russians, who control the. 
Berlin railway system, apparently. 
decided to pull out of the building,. 
which is 500 yards inside the. 
American sector, after pickets pre- 
vented German workers from en-. 
tering it. Pickets beat a Soviet. 
zone policeman outside the build- 
ing only a few hours before the 
evacuation began.

Merrill, Taylor and 
Wolf voted for the Senate 30 per 
cént bill Wednesday when it was 
defeated decisively in the House 
by a vote of 36 to 92.

$5,700,000 State In-

The City of St. Louis today filed | 


with the Missouri Public Service 
Commission in Jefferson City, a 
petition for leave to intervene in 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co.’s pending application for an 
increase of $5,700,000 a year 
intrastate telephone rates in Mis- | 
souri. 

It is further requested by the 
city that the commission enter 
into a full investigation of all 
phases of Southwestern Bell’s ap- 
plication, and hold public hear- 
ings. The city’s petition points 
out that the last investigation and 
audit made by the Commission 
covered a period ending Oct. 31, 
1947, and that since that time 
there has been a radical] change in 
the company’s accounts and in 
general economic conditions. 

University City today asked for 
permission to join in the opposi- 
tion to the rate increase. Kansas 
City and Joplin offered similar 
pleas earlier. The Commission has 
set next Wednesday for a hearing 
on the requested increase. 


In connection with the proposed 
investigation and audit, the city 
asks that the commission, through 
its engineering and accounting ex- 
perts, provide data as to reason- 
ableness of the 1 per cent gross 
revenue payment under the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
license contract, and of transac- 
tions and arrangements with 
Western Electric Co. for equip- 
ment, supplies and. services. In- 
vestigation also is requested as to 
the reasonableness of the charges 
to operating expenses in connec- 
tion with the company’s pension 
plan; the company’s depreciation 
accounting practices; the separa- 
tion of interstate and intrastate 
property and tolls; and effect of 
plant changes on economy and ef- 
ficiency of operation. 

The commission is asked also to 
report on results of a comparison 
between the company’s estimates 
and claims, in hearings before the 
last rate increase, with actual re- 
sults of operation since. 

The city argues that the com- 
pany has shown no conditiorr call- 
ing for emergency relief, such as 
inability to meet its payroll or fail- 
ure to earn profit. It says the in-

3196 Pennsylvania avenue, 

Police Capt. Joseph Wren, head 
of the gambling squad, obtained a 
search warrant from Circuit Judge 
Francis E. Williams before mak- 
ing the raid. When the officers 
got no answer from their knocks 
at the locked front and rear doors 
of the two. flats, they forced a 
rear first floor window to gain 
entrance. This procedure is legal 
when a search warrant has been 
issued. 


Betting Tabs, Money on Tables. 

The operators of the handbook 
heard the officers coming and 
were busy straightening up the 
one second-floor room they used 
as, the police walked in. Betting 
tabs, racing forms and charts, 
and envelopes containing money 
were carefully piled on the two 
long tables. Some of the tele- 
phones were ringing, but no at- 
tempt was made to answer them. 
The loudspeaker was shut off. 
Holmes told Capt. Wren, who 
turned on the loudspeaker, that 
the race results coming over the 
wire through the speaker was a 
service provided him by the Pio- 
neér News Service, racing news 
distribution agency in the Fuller- 
ton Building.

Although Holmes said he had 
been operating the handbook only 


about two months, Capt. Wren: 


pointed out that his name and his 
companies’ names are in the tele- 
phone book that Was issued last 
February—four months ago. The 
telephone company disconnected 
all lines except the party line. 

Holmes told Wren he did not 
operate a public handbook, but 
only took bets from persons he 
knew and from tavern operators, 
over the telephone.

ATLANTIC CITY, June 10 (AP) 
~The American Medical Associa- 
tion’s fight against enactment of 
compulsory health insurance leg- 
islation crystallized today in a 
program designed to encourage 
the expansion of lay-sponsored 
Medica] care plans. 

The program was unfolded yes- 
terday when the A.M.A. house of 
delegates (policy-making body of 
the organization) adopted a set of 
20 principles for lay-sponsored 
Plans seeking A.M.A. approval. 

Dr. James R. McVay of Kansas 
City, chairman of the A.M.A. coun- 
cil on medical service, 


action was ‘a positive, decisive, 


progressive step” toward the ex- | 


pansion of voluntary health in- 


surance, 
Change in Attitude. 


Heretofore the A.M.A. has recog- 
nized only those medical care 
plans sponsored by its federated 
county and state groups. It has 
been indifferent to numerous 
Plans operated by labor, farmer, | 
consumer co-operative and other | 
groups—including city govern- 
ments, 

Medical care plans cover doc- | 
tors’ fees for stipulated services | 
but do not cover hospital ex-| 
penses, Hospitalization plans, such | 
as the 
Cross, do not cover doctors’ fees. | 

McVay said there are 171 volun- | 


tary medical care plans now oper-| 


ating in 43 states, exclusive of 92/ 
sponsored by medical societies. He 
said his council has met with lead- | 
ers of lay groups in the last two) 
years in an effort to formulate 
a working agreement between the 
A.M.A. and the existing voluntary 
health plans. 
Principles for Recognition. 

From these meetings, McVay 
said, developed the 20 principles 
adopted here yesterday. These 
specify that medical care plans 
must be non-profit making, com- 


ply with A.M.A. principles of medi- | 
cal ethics, be adequately financed, | 


be devoted exclusively to health 
service, have high quality person- 
nel and employ only licensed phy- 
sicians. 

“Any plan desiring approval un- 
der these principles shall agree to 


such periodic reviews and to abide . 
by such regulations as may be'| 


deemed necessary by an appro- 
priate accrediting body of the 
A.M.A. in consultation with repre- 
sentatives of the sponsors of the 
plan.” 

McVay emphasized the A.M.A. 
itself would not sanction medical 
care plans without prior approval 
by county or state medical so- 
cieties. 

“That’s the’ way we are or- 
ganized,” he said. “We are a fed- 
eration and we cannot tell our 
state and local societies what to 
do.” 

Guides for Local Groups. 

He said the 20 principles would 
be guides for the state and county

MONOPOLY ATTEMPT CHARGED 
IN SALE OF DENTAL ALLOY 


NEW YORK, June 10 (AP) — 
The Federal Government filed an 
anti-trust suit today against Au- 
stenal Laboratories of New York 
City charging that the firm tried 
to create a monopoly in chromium- 
cobalt alloys for dental purposes. 


Dentures sold under the name 
Vitallum were cited in the suit. 


The complaint named more than 
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190 dental laboratories which it 


said were co-conspirators with Au- 
stenal. It said chromium-cobalt 
alloy had replaced gold to a large 
extent in manufacture of dentures 
because it is cheaper, stronger and 
lighter. 

The Government accused Au- 
stenal of entering into illegal pat- 
ent license agreements with the 
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alleged co-conspirators to require 
them to buy all of their chromium- 
cobalt alloys from it. Austenal also 
has prevented potential competi- 
tors from obtaining the materia] 
and has fixed prices of Vitallium 
dentures, the complaint said.

$900,000,000 below the March levels. 
The Department of Commerce 
reported last night that this de- 
cline brought the national total— 
figured on an annual] rate basis— 
down to $213,700,000,000. ~It said 
this still was $5,100,000,000 or 2.5 
per cent above the figure for April 
.of last year. 

This steady shrinkage in per- 
sonal income—a ‘major source of 
the Government’s tax revenue— 
was pointed up by the depart- 
ment’s report that the April rate 


| high set last December. 

| Even so, the report showed that 
'for the first four months of 1949 
jthe income rate average was 
_$216,100,000,000—or 4 per cent 
higher than in the corresponding 
period last year. 

The department’s estimates on 
personal income include all these 
payments to individuals (as dis- 
tinguished from corporations): 
Wages and salaries, farmers’ re- 
ceipts, unincorporated business 
profits, dividends to corporate 
stockholders, landlords’ rent re- 
ceipts, social security and veterans’ 
benefits, and relief and jobless in- 
surance checks. 

The report said the April de- 
crease “stemmed from lower farm 
income” which it estimated at $20,- 
400,000,000—at an annual rate—as 
compared with $21,500,000,000 in 
March. It said this decline resulted 
from a smaller volume of sales 
as well as lower prices for live- 
stock and livestock products. 
Althouh factory payrolls con- 


steadily and their working hours 
shortened by production cutbacks. 
The total of wages and salaries 
actually scored a small ($500,000,- 
000) gain to an annual rate of 
$133,200,000,000, due to an oddity:

Holland and McFarland Confer on Amend-| 
ment to Administration Bill — Douglas 
Assails Taft Act, Defends Union Security

WASHINGTON, June 10. 


S the first week of debate on new labor legislation draws to a 
close in the Senate today efforts are being made to persuade 
the Democratic leadership to accept a further concession in 


an attempt to corral the necessary votes for repeal of the 


Taft-Hartley Act. 


Senators Spessard L. Holland 
(Dem.), Florida, and Ernest W. 
McFarland (Dem.), Arizona, are 
studying an amendment to pre- 
serve the *effectiveness of state 
laws which bar the closed shop 
and other types of union security 
egreements. 

Seventeen states have such laws. 
The Administration’s Taft-Hart- 
ley repeal bill would override 
those laws, exercising the superior 
jurisdiction of the Federal Gov, 
ernment in matters affecting 
interstate commerce to sanction 
closed-shop agreements. 

The Jaft-Hartley Act, and what 
Democratic Senators have been re- 
ferring to in the debate as the 
“bob-tailed Taft Act”’—the sub- 
stitute for the Administration bill 
offered hy Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio—would outlaw the closed 
shop and would permit the states 
to outlaw even the union: shop 
which the Taft measures permit. 


Two Senators Confer. 


Senator Holland told the writer 
he could not sone the closed- 
shop provision of the Administra- 
tion repeal bill and had been con- 
ferring with Senator McFarland 
to consider what type of amend- 
ment they would offer. Both rep- 
resent states which, by constitu- 
tiond] amendment, have forbidden 
both the closed agd the union 
shop. 

Holland, when the Taft-Hartley 
Act was before Congress two years 
ago, voted for it but against the 
Ball-Byrd amendment which would 
have barred the union shop as well 
as the closed shop. McFarland 
voted against that amiendment and 
against the Taft-Hartley Act itself. 
But Arizona, in a referendum last 
year, enacted a statute to imple- 
ment its comstitutional bar on fhe 
closed shop at the same time the 
state voted for President Truman, 
and McFarland seemingly feels 
bound by the referendum to seek 
to preserve the effectiveness of 
the Arizona closed-shop law. 

“The Administration now is 
asking us to waive three things, 
as I see it,” Holland said. “First 
is the action of the states, second 
is the confirmation by the on 
preme Court this year of the right 
of the states to prohibit the closed 
shop, and the third is the provi- 
sion of the Taft-Haftley law which 
forbids the closed shop.” 

Florida Law Passed in 1944. 

The Florida bar on the closed 
shop was passed in 1944, two years, 
before Holland came to the Sen- 
ate. A move was made in the 
state legislature this year to re 
submit the question to Florida 
voters on the ground that many 
of the state’s union men were 
away with the armed services and 
could not participate in the 1944 
referendum, but this move did 
not succeed. — 

“When I made my campaign 
for the Senate in 1946,” Holland 
continued, “I was asked many 
times how I stood on the closed 
shop constitutional amendment, 
and the answer I always gave 
was that I would support it.” 

If the Democratic leaders of the 
Senate should decide to préss for 
some sort of Taft-Hartley repealer, 
they might have to accept such 
as amendment as Holland and Mc- 
Farland have in mind. 

Senator Taft is claiming confi- 
dently that he has the votes he 
needs for his substitute, which 
contains the essential features of 
the Taft-Hartley law. Adrhinistra- 
tion-:leaders have done some nose- 
- counting too, and are sure of but 


. votes as matters now stand. 
They gave Taft 45 votes for his 
proposal, which leaves six hanging 
in the balance. 

Taft Bill Given Edge. 

The consensus in the press gal- 
lery among reporters who follow 
labor legislation closely is that the 
Taft substitute, as of today, has 
the edge over the Administration 
repeal bill despite the very per- 
suasive campaign conducted by 
Senator Paul Douglas (Dem.), IIli- 
nois, to line up bipartisan support 
for amendments to the Adminis- 
tration bill which make it more 
acceptable to some Republicans 
than the bill as reported from the 
Labor Committee. 

Douglas, elected for the first 
time only last November, has been 
compiling a remarkable record as 
a catalyst in the Labor Committee 
on. which he serves. It would be 
going too far to say that he has 
become in fact if not in title the 
real leader of the committee, but 
to an extent unprecedented for a 
freshman Senator he has provided 
leadership and counsel. 

He made his major contribution 
to the debate yesterday in a two- 
hour speech in which he char- 
acterized the Taft-Hartley law as 
“permeated by a vindictive spirit 
toward unionism and labor.” 

The Thomas Dill, which is the 
Administration’s repeal measure, 
was a good bill, but could be made 
better by adoption of the amend- 
ments proposed by the bipartisan 
group, he Said. 

Defends Closed Shop. 

At some length Douglas defend- 
ed the closed shop, a form of 
contract under which manage- 
ment may hire only union mem- 
bers. He regarded it as essential 
in those types of industry: in 
which employment is irregular and 
the unions act as employment 
agencies, guaranteeing to the em- 
ployer a skilled labor force. In 
this category he mentioned the 
printing industry, the. building 
trades, longshoremen and musi- 
cians. 

As far as he could see, Douglas 
said, the union shop, under which 
management may hire non-union 
members if they agree to become 
union members, was ample union 
security in those industries in 
which employment is _ regular. 
Among these he mentioned steel 
and automobile manufacturing. 
‘Lacking the closed shop in in- 
dustries characterized by irregu- 
lar employment, he said, a union 
shop might quickly become, if 
management so chose, a non-union 
shop or one closed tu union mem- 
bers. 

“In short,” Douglas said, “we 
have such a variety of conditions 
that it is both foolish and wrong 
for Congress to impose a blanket 
prohibition against the closed 
shop. 

“It is safer not to pass judg- 
ment on it, and instead to let 
workers and employers decide by 
collective bargaining whether they 
want to establish it. Of course, if 
closed-shop unions and employers 
combine to gouge the public 
through monopolistic action, they 
can and should be prosecuted un- 
der the antitrust laws.” 

After today’s session Congress 
will recess until Monday. The la- 
bor bill will be laid aside tem- 
porarily Monday to enable the 
Senate to act on the international 
wheat agreement. That should be 
disposed of Monday and the la- 
bor debate will be continued the 
next day with the prospect the

Annoyed at His Temerity. 

When Wedemeyer made the 
Manchurian recommendation as a 
part of a survey of Chinese Na- 
tionalists’ military operations dur- 
ing the summer of 1947, White 
House and State Department offi- 
cials were annoyed at the temerity 
of a military man advocating a 
high level political policy. 

These officials believed that it 
would be highly embarrassing if 
it became known that an Ameri- 
can general had proposed to trans- 
fer the sovereignty of Manchuria 
from a wartime ally or that there 
was any doubt about China’s right 
to that territory. At that time it 
was thought that the Nationalist 
Government was stable. 

The report may also disclose 
that Wedemeyer suggested the use 
of American fighting troops on 
Cltinese or Manchurian soil since 
the United Nations had no troops 
of its own. Use of American 
troops, it was feared in Washing- 
ton, might create 
among the Chinese people against 
the United States. The presence 
of such troops might also have 
seemed to give substance to the 
Communist charges of “American 
imperialism.”

T IS time to stop asking nervously on what terms the West is to 
be allowed to trade with Communist China, as the Chinese coast 
businessmen do. The real question is, on what terms will Com- 


munist China be allowed to trade with the West. And there is every 
reason to believe that the Chinese Communists are fully aware of this. 


. The difficulties confronting the 
new rulers of China are already 
being dramatically underlined. The 
“Red Spears” are one of the tradi- 
tional peasant undergrounds that 
have, for centuries, launched guer- 
Trilla war against any dynasty 
whose methods become too oppres- 
sive. And now, especially in Ho- 
nan Province, the “Red Spears” 
have risen again, in revolt against 
Communist food collections for the 
cities. This is but one of many 
symptoms. 


Trade’s Role in Red Dilemma. 

The Communist problem is in| 
some ways more difficult than | 
that which has confronted the 
founders of any new Chinese gov- 
ernment since the time of Chin | 
Shih Huang Ti, more than 2,000 
years ago. The Communist move- 
ment has been a mainly peasant 
movement. It was easy to concili- 
ate the peasants when there were 
no urban populations to be fed. 
But now that has changed. 

Their movement is also a Marx- 
ist moventent. Consequently Mao 
Tse-tung has already raised the 
banner of “industrialization.” But 
that means even more grinding 
sacrifices for the peasantry. The 
idyllic. agrarian period which the 
United States State Department 
observers at Yenan used to de- 
scribe in language suitable for 
Arcadia, is now over for good. 

Mao Tse-tung and his comrades 
hope, however, to escape from the 
worst of their dilemmia by trad- 
ing with the Western world. To 
this end, they have already estab- 
lished a “Foreign Trade Control 
Bureau.” Its function is clearly 
to play one _ rapacious, profit- 
hun capitalist nation off 
against the other. Thus they ex- 
pect to hold the whip hand in this 
dangerous trade—and with some 
reason, if the Western nations per- 


mit their policies to be shaped by | 


certain of their business repre- 
sentatives here. 

If the China coast business 
man can be controlled, however, 
there is an easy way out for the 
West. The Western trading na- 
tions, and the United 
States and Britain, must reach 


a firm agreement on common 
economic and political objectives 
in China. They must then set 
up an international authority, 
or devise some other mechanism, 
to eMforce the agreement. If 
all trade with China, down to 
the last machine tool and barrel 
of fuel, is thus brought under 
control, the whip hand will pass 
to the West. 


It is urgent to gain this ad- 
vantage. The emergency objec- 
tive of our Far Eastern policy 
must be to prevent the catas- 
trophe of Communization of all 
of Asia. The Peiping radio is 
already promising “material aid 
and moral support” to the south- 
east Asiatic Communist move- 
ments. If the West quickly and 
wisely mobilizes its economic 
power, it should be possible to 
minimize this danger rather 
rapidly. 

But our Far Eastern policy 
must also have the long range 
objective of promoting Chinese 
independence of the Kremlin. 
There are many rumors, but there 
is no particle of solid evidence for 
the existence of Titoism in the 
Chinese Communist leadership. In 
any case, the Kremlin mistrusts 
Mao Tse-tung and his group. Li 
Li-san, Mao’s enemy, was long ago 
dug out of his Moscow exile and 
made viceroy of Manchuria; and 
there have been other, more re 
cent signs. The reason for this 
distrust is obvious. Whether or 
not Titoism has emerged among 
the Chinese Communists, the nec- 
essary conditions for Titoism are 
present. 

The Chinese Communists owe

But it would 
be enough to permit: small de- 
tachments to be stationed in all 
the principal centers, as a visible 
sign to the people of the United 
Nations. 


It would permit U.N. officers to 
assume, and to have some measure 
of support in assuming, the re- 
sponsibility for maintaining law 
and order during the election 
period. It would enable steps to 
be taken to prevent outbreaks of 
violence, or to fix the responsibil- 
ity for them if they occurred. 


Neither India nor Pakistan 
could take refuge in the claim 
that the other side might intimi- 
date the voters, because the Secu- 
rity Council would have in its 
possession reasonably adequate 
means for preventing such intim- 
idatio In fact, under such con- 
ditions the Security Council might 
very reasonably insist on both 
sides withdrawing a considerable 
portion of their troops from Kash- 
mir, leaving local security in the 
hands of village police under tem- 
porary U.N. supervision.

The Lewis Work Stoppage 


So ofteri has John L. Lewis used his power in 
defiance of the public interest that everything 
he does is regarded with suspicion and hostility. 
It is inevitable, therefore, that his latest work 
stoppage order should be regarded in that light. 
But this time it appears he has some foundation 
for his action. .In fact, some West Virginia 
mine-owners think a week shutdown is a “pretty 
good idea” and they hope it will strengthen a 
falling coal market. 

The Lewis proclamation is very carefully 
worded. It points to the fact that heavy pro- 
duction has created a “menacing instability” in 
the industry; that more than adequate tonnage 
exists for the export and domestic market; as a 
result, hundreds of thousands of miners are not 
working steadily. He believes the stoppage “will 


‘ contribute constructively, to the abatement of 


current economie demoralization”; that it will 
not adversely affect the public interest; that it 
will help preserve both property values and mi- 
ners’ living standards. 

Except for extraordinary demands for fuel in 
wartime and for postwar export to Europe, coal 
has been for many years a sick industry. It has 
suffered from instability, and has been the sub- 
ject of much congressional study; and such 
legislation as the Guffey Act. One basic diffi- 
culty is that, in ordinary times, coal production 
is in excess of demand.. 

Of course, no one is so naive as to suppose 
that Mr. Lewis is acting as a disinterested econo- 
mist; he is first, last and all the time a labor 
leader. And, as a labor leader about to begin 
negotiations for new contracts, it is not to his 
advantage to have so much coal above ground 
that operators see no need to enter into serious 
collective bargaining. 

Whatever conditions may be in the coal indus- 
try itself, however, the work stoppage cannot 
be considered in a vacuum. Mr. Lewis’ uni- 
lateral action will have repercussions far beyond. 
It will no doubt have a powerful effect on pend- 
ing labor legislation. Friends of the Taft- 
Hartley law in Congress are gleeful because the 
Lewis move will strengthen their hands. Ad- 


ministration supporters, on the contrary, feel 


that Lewis is inviting harsher labor legislation. 
Chairmam Thomas of the Senate Labor Commit- 
tee says: “A strike now won't help us,” and 
Senators Sparkman and Humphrey regard the 
stoppage as unfortunate. 

As always, however, John L. Lewis is a lone 
wolf. He has been at open warfare with Wil- 
liam Green of the AFL and Philip Murray of 
the CIO, accusing them of betraying labor be- 
cause they have agreed to certain Senate amend- 
ments to the Taft-Hartley repeal bill. Murray, 
in turn, says that Lewis is a “rule-or-ruin union 
offictal,” while Green puts him “in a class with 
Senator Taft.” Just as Lewis has dared to chal- 
lenge the United States Government itself, and 
to bring hardship upon the country, so he is 
blithely willing to throw a monkey wrench into 
the strategy of the AFL and CIO. 

These qualities of ruthlessness and disloyalty 
make John L. Lewis a man apart in the nation’s 
labor-management relations. They cause him to 
be damned at all times, even when he may pbe 
partly right. In the present instance, he does 
seem partly right, but the dictatorial nature of 
his action and its poor timing from the stand- 
point of labor as a whole bring down upon 
him another wave of wholesale resentment.

Brushing aside a swarm of the small-loan 
lobby’s agents, the Missouri House refused, by 
a resounding 92 to 36, to accept the Senate bill] 
legalizing interest charges of 30 per cent, and 
possibly 38 and 45 per cent.

rates are not on the statute books today only 
because former Gov. Donnelly vetoed two 27 
per cent “compromises.” — 

To be sure, there is some evasion and racket- 
eering under the inadequate present law, but 
there is also a large volume of lending at the 
low rate of 8 per cent. Supposing that the loan 
lobby does have.such a grip on the Senate 
that a fair interest ceiling cannot be enacted, 
the present mixed situation is a lesser evil than 
a compromise on the lobby’s terms would be. 
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Twilight of the Byrd Machine, Too? 


“The people are better educated in the science 
of government—politics—than ever before. Win- 
ning elections with ‘only money and machine 
organization is a thing of the past.” 

The man who spoke those words should have 
known what he was taiking about, for he was 
James Michael Curley of Boston, one of the 
last of the political bosses. The man for whom 
they may be the handwriting on the wall today 
is Senator Harry Byrd of Virginia, owner and 
operator of one of the last surviving political 
machines. 

Senator Byrd has seen the destruction of all 
but a weak remnant of the Pendergast machine 
in Kansas City, the collapse of the Crump ma- 
chine in Memphis, the thwacking defeat of the 
Kelly machine in Chicago and the Tammany ma- 
chine in New York, the end of the Hague ma- 
chine in Jersey City—and now he sees his own 
machine threatened at its vitals. 

Byrd has run the ancestral machine in Vir- 
ginia since it was handed down to him, along 
with other perquisites of the family, by his uncle 
23 years ago. Because he can use the poll tax 


to keep the vote low, to his advantage, Virginia : 


is one of the only: seven states that still re- 
tain this undemocratic limitation of the free 
ballot. 

The center of Byrd’s power is the state com- 
pensation board, which fixes the salaries of city 
and county officials within statutory limits and 
allows or disallows their travel expenses. 
Through this board Byrd can bind to him the 
officials of the 24 cities and 100 counties, the 


States \Senate, where he thunders against ex- 
travagance in the Federal Government, though 
it is far less extravagant, relatively, than his 


own state government, 


This year the Byrd candidate for Governer 
has two opponents, one of them the able liberal 
Francis Pickens Miller. If the people of Vir- 
ginia are as much better educated in the science 
of government as the people of other citadels 
of bossdom have, shown themselves to be, they 
may elect a good Governor and emancipate 
themselves from an extravagant, backward- 
looking machine rule at a single blow in the 
coming election. 
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Challenge to the Mayor 

Despite the protests of Mayor Darst and the 
State Highway Commission, the Missouri House’ 
has passed the Webbe Bil] by the tremendous 
vote of 112 to 3. Messrs. Roos, Carpenter and 
Siefert of St. Louis were the only Representa- 
tives to uphold the Mayor and commission on 
this wholly local matter. Passage of the Webbe 
bill endangers an $8,000,000 Federal-state grant 
for the Third Street Inter-regional Highway. 

Two possibilities remain to keep the Webbe 
bill from becoming effe¢tive. One is for it to be 
vetoed by Gov. Smith. The other is for its 
constitutionality to be questioned in the courts. 
The basis for such action is that the city and 
state already have a contract on the Third street 
project, and the effect ‘of the Webbe bill is to 
abridge that contract. 

Perhaps the one-sidedness of the vote is 
due to the human aspect of the Webbe proposal, 
namely, to prevent the eviction from their 
homes of 3000 persons along the highway’s right 
of way. But Mayor Darst is thoroughly aware 
of this human problem and has offered repeated 
assurances that homes will be found for the 
affected families. A joint statement of the city 
and the highway commission specifically says 
that “no property owner or tenant who has not 
been given an opportunity to move to similar 
housing will be evicted.” 

Here we have an interesting problem. The 
prposed highway is of utmost importance to 
the city. It. is needed to anchor downtown real 
estate values and city revenues. It is needed 
for the Jefferson memorial on the river front. 
But the Legislature has brushed these’ considera- 
tions aside to protect the homes of citizens. 

Even if the Governor vetoes the Webbe bill, 
even if it is declared unconstitutional, the city 
must solve this housing problem. It is not 
going to be easy to do. It may call for heroic 
measures. But to the extent that it helps break 
the distressing housing log jam, the challenge 
is one Mayor Darst should welcome. It is one 
of the million arguments for speedy action in 
Washington on the Rousing measure now before 
the lower House. 
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The Opera Lights Go Up Again 
‘It is auspicious that the lights have gone up 
again on the big stage in Forest Park, and once 
more St. Louis’ beloved Muny Opera is here 
for the summery, bringing music and dancing 


and laughter to thousands nightly under the, 


stars. 

“New Moon,” the Sigmund Romberg operetta 
which ushered in the season with such favor- 
ite tunes as “Lover Come Back to Me” and 
“Softly, as in a Morning Sunrise,” has, like most 
other Muny Opera productions, been presented 
at Forest Park before. This is its seventh ap- 
pearance. 

But there will-be new 
old favorites this season. “Bloomer Girl,” which 
was seen on the stage of the American Thea- 
ter last winter, will be staged, and “Song of 
Norway,” based on the life and’ music of the 
composer Edvard Grieg. In planning to close 
the season with “Song of Norway,” the pro- 
ducers of the Muny Opera were no doubt mind- 
ful that it was a Forest Park “first” that broke 
all attendance records as the closer last year, 
“Up in Central Park.” 

With such old favorites, too, as “The Choco- 
late Soldier,” “Irene,” “The Red Mill,” the 
thirty-first season looks like another thoroughly 
enjoyable one. Our only regret is that the Muny 
didn’t gobble up “Finian’s Rainbow” as quickly 
as it was ‘apparently ready to be gobbled— 
there’s a musical that received the raves of 
critics and public in New York and that has a 
mature theme—the Bilbo-Rankin type of bigotry. 
“Carousel” also might be available for Muny 
presentation, and we trust.the management will 
give both these new productions consideration 
for next season. 

Meantime, a hearty welcome for another year 
to one of St. Louis’ perennially gayest institu- 
tions.

The principle of the thing, not the money, 
is involved in this talk about a 5 per cent 
cut for Congress. The Treasury would be 
saved only $408,250 a year—which is pea- 
nute in a 40 billion-plus budget. In fact, 
the total money cost of Congress is only 
around $40,000,000 a year, one-tenth of 1 per 
cent of all Government outlays. 


The exact cost of Congress is difficult to 
ascertain because the annual “legislative” 
appropriation includes the Library of Con- 
gress and the Government Printing Office, 
which function for Congress only to a 
minor degree. Conversely, some of the 
money cost of Congress is carried outside 
of the legislative appropriation—free mail 
(reflected in the postal deficit), the retire- 
ment annuity system voted in 1946, free 
medical treatment (but not free rooms and 
food) for members and their families at 
Army and Navy hospitals in Washington, 
etc. 


Congress included itself in the cuts im- 


posed on all government compensation dur- 
ing the depression of the early 1930s. UlIti- 
mately the slice off.congressional salaries 
reached 131-3 per cent. 


Congress raised its salary to $15,000 
($12,500 plus a tax-free $2500 for expenses) 
in 1946. That was a hike of 50 per cent, 
but the old $10,000 had been in effect for 
over 20 years. 

A member of Congress with a wife, no 
other dependent, and no income except for 
his salary pays federal income tax of $1964 
on $12,500. That leaves him $10,536 which, 
with the $2500 free of tax, would give him 
$13,036 after taxes. 


But practically every member has some 
income beyond his salary. How much of 
the salary really goes in income tax varies, 
of course, by the size of the outside income. 


Variation is great also on how much 
members profit on the outside from their 
membership. The 60 per cent who are 
lawyers may find their legal practice or 
their memBership in a law firm becoming 
more remunerative. " 


Their estates get $12,500 on their death, 
so that each member has in effect a paid- 
up insurance policy of that amount.

ECAUSE news that makes the headlines is almost always bad 
news, the latest figures on Americans at work were Played up 
in such a way as to show a new postwar peak in unemployment. 


If you read far enough, you find that employment also rose in May to 
a total of 58,694,000, which was slightly higher than a year ago when 


no one was haunted by the specter of deflation that now hangs over |! 


Washington. 


That old saying about lies, 
damned lies and statistics is some- 


thing to remember at the present 
moment. Cer- 
tainly the fig- 
ures on employ- 
ment released by 
the Census Bu- 
reau are checked 
and rechecked. 
But neverthe- 
less, putting pne 
set of figures 
alongside an- 
other set of fig- 
ures can lead to 
some strange re- 
sults that have 
not too much to 
do with what is really occurring. 

Since mental attitudes have a 
lot to do with the ups and downs 
of business activity, the interpre- 
tation of the figures becomes 
pretty important. Consider as an 
example what is likely to happen 
when the employment statistics 
for June are released some time 
in early July. 


Seasonal Rise. 


The total unemployment re- 
ported for May was 3,289,000. The 
Government experts who follow 
this box score from day to day 
believe that the total for June will 
be close to 4,000,000, although for 
various reasons they will not go on 
the record with such a prediction. 
That 4,000,000 figure will produce 
scare headlines far beyond any 
real justification in the business 
picture, according to these same 
analysts. 

What happened last June, when 
the country was still in the full 
tide of inflation, throws light on 
the true picture. From May of 
1948 to June of 1948 what the ex- 
perts call the total “labor force” 
increased by about 3,000,000 to u 
total of 63,479,000. At the same 
time in that period of peak pros- 
perity the number of unemployed

“The committee is dead serious 
about pressing this matter with 
the Justice Department,” Nixon 
told reporters. “It appears to me 
that Keeney’s attempt to leave 
without a passport was a criminal 
violation.” 

Nixon said, too, there should be 
a full scale investigation of opera- 
tions of the Batory, on which 
Keeney booked passage. Commu- 
nist Gearhart Eisler fled the coun- 
try on the same ship. 

Keeney is a 58-year-old New 
York librarian who testified yes- 
terday he had been unemployed 
since the Army fired him in Japan 
in 1947 for reasons he never has 
learned. 


Wife Also Appeared. 


Keeney’s wife, Mary Jane, also 
appeared before the committee. 
She said she once had Gearhart 
and Mrs. Eisler to dinner. She 
added that she herself is no 
Communist. She is on the United 
Nations editorial staff. 

Keeney told the committee that 
after he lost his job in Japan 
he was offered one in Czechoslo- 
vakia, but couldn’t get a passport 
from the State Department. 

He said he tried to leave any- 
how, after Mrs. Carol King, a 
New York lawyer, told him a pass- 
port was not required by law. 
However, when Keeney tried to 
board the Batory he was turned 
back by a Government official. 
Mrs. King also has represented 
Eisler in several cases. 


Had Access to Information. 

Keeney said that during the 
war he had access to secret in- 
formation of two Government 
agencies, the Co-ordinator of In- 
formation and the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration. 

Keeney refused to answer some 
questions on _ constitutional 
grounds. He would not say 
whether he knew LEisler, Nathan 
Gregory Silvermaster, or ever has 
been a Communist. 

His wife said that when they 
lived in Washington, Silvermaster 
was a guest in their home once 
or twice. Silvermaster was named 
by former Communist courier 
Miss Elizabeth T. Bentley as 
leader of a wartime spy ring in 
the Government.

It lopped off $2,482,221 and 
approved $20,125511 for operation 
of the schools in ..e biennium be- 
ginning July 1. 

Despite the reductions, the allot- 
ments for the various state insti- 
tutions average about 15 per cent 
more than their expenditures for 
the closing two-year period. 

In trimming the House-approved 
appropriations, the economy- 
minded committee made no reduc- 
tions in authorizations for expen- 
ditures from the schools’ own 
earnings and special funds. 

The allotments for the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, Columbia, were 


reduced $961,140 to $8,700,260. The |' 


amount approved is more than $1,- 
000,000 in excess of the univer- 
sity’s appropriations for the last 
two years. The cuts were $367,390 
in funds for salaries, $486,550 in 
funds for new equipment, and 
$107,200 in operational funds. 

Allotments for other state insti- 
tutions of higher learning, after 
the committee reductions: School 
of Mines and Metallurgy, Rolla, 
$1,527,000; state colleges at Kirks- 
ville, $1,192,572; Maryville, $1,152,- 
443; Warrensburg, $1,263,343; Cape 
Girardeau, $1,218,759; and Spring- 
field, $1,425,074, 

Appropriations for Lincoln. Uni- 
versity for Negroes, Jefferson City, 
were reduced $415,570, leaving $1,- 
600,000. These cuts amounted to 
more than 10 per cent because the 
House had voted a greater in- 
crease to Lincoln University than 
to other colleges, it was reported.

“WITH YOU, Mother has vicariously erijoyed 
many a jaunt through the woods and fields, afoot 
and horseback, breathed the fragrance of wild- 
flowers, associated with furred and feathered 


pets and relived her youthful days on the farm. 
When she wheels out to the kitchen, as she does 
daily, and watches me ripping open packages of 
ready-mixed, ready-baked, ready-canned and oth- 
erwise readied-up foods—the readier the better, 
as far as I am concerned—and starts talking 
about the hog-killing and what-not at Possum 
Trot, I always say, ‘O, you Leonard Hall. You 
DO like to do things the hard way, don’t you?’ 
But between you and Mother, ‘Almost thou per- 
suadest me.’” ‘

WELL, MARY and Mrs. Harris, my next trip 
to Callaway will not go by without our having 
a good visit; and may our small adventures here 
at the farm continue to bring the fragrance of 
wildflowers and the beauty of nature to you. 
Right now the flowers are of summer. Driving 
to Iberia for the meeting of the Conservation 
College board, last Sunday, we saw many of these 
along the way. The sensitive plant, with its 
Yovely pink-purple blossom in a ball the size of 
a silver dollar and made up of tiny individual 
flowerlets with long yellow-tipped stamens, was 
particularly showy. Remember how the sprays 
of leaflets close up tight when you press them 
between thumb and forefinger? There were 
evening primoses, yellow and pink; and the tall 
larkspur which blooms in June. We found the 
tall penstamon or beards tongue growing in the 
woods; and along the right-of-way as we drove 
home on Highway 66 were great masses of 
purple cone flowers.

AS FOR “doing things the hard way,” Mama 
and I have been reading an article in Harper’s 
titled “What's in the Deep Freeze?”, which cer- 
tainly opens up new horizons. The implications 
of this new method of preserving food have 
world-wide import; and there is no place where 
living will be more affected than on the farm. 
Actually there are three main areas in this new 
field of “quick-freezing.” First comes the freez- 
ing and packaging of foods on a commercial 
basis, for sale through regular retail channels to 
the consumer. This has grown into a business 
of tremendous size and all of us are familiar 
with the brands of frozen fruits, vegetables and 
meats which are available through our corner 
grocer. The main way in which this industry 
affects the farmer is that many fruits and vege- 
tables are now being bred to the varieties which 
are best adapted to freezing.

THE SECOND and most important aspect of 
the deep-freeze industry, from the farmer’s stand- 
point, is the locker plant. The reasons for this 
are easy to see. We produce many of our own 
foodstuffs—fruits and vegetables in season, pork 
and beef, and often fish and game. The pre- 
serving of these has always been a time-consum- 
ing task and a somewhat wasteful one, involv- 
ing much labor for the distaff side of the farm 
family. No longer need the summer be one 
long siege of canning and preserving; of un- 
counted hours over the stove. There’s still enough 
of that in the making of jellies and preserves 
and in canning some vegetables which just seem 

_ to taste better this way than when frozen.

FINALLY there comes the home deep-freeze; 
and there are today more than 150 firms turn- 
ing out home-sized cabinets. Our own Monsanto 
Chemical Co. has developed Santocel, a new in- 
gulation material of such effectiveness that the 
bulk ordinarily necessary for insulating the home 
deep-freeze cabinet may be cut by 50 per cent. 
I think that the use of home deep freezers has 
been burt somewhat by trying to freeze foods 
in them which should be taken to the locker for 
quick-freezing at the extremely low temperatures 
that preserve the cell structure of the product, 
But even where this is done, the farmer can 
‘use the locker plant for freezing; then bring 

vegetables and fruits to pack 

t, thus saving many trips to 
, his wife has already found how 
bread, pastry, n whole meals, can be 
ahead of time. So it seems that the old custom 
of “doing the hard way” is passing and 
that even we farmers are modern. And 
it’s a good thing; for we'll have more time for 


living.

Champion Heel 
ING LARDNER'S ironic little story about a heelish prize- 
fighter, “CHAMPION,” has been given some Hollywood 
touches in its movie version, showing at LOEW’S STATE 
THEATER and Mi Kelly's character has been softened 
considerably, but in the expert hands of Kirk 
Douglas he is still enough of a worthleds 
double-crosser to make the characterization 
one of the most juicily acid of the year. 

In the movie, Midge doesn't score his 
first knock-out over his crippled little brother 
to put him to bed for three years, nor does 
he follow it up with a one-round victory 


over his mother. Nor does he land a haymaker on his shotgun. 


bride as soon as they're alone after their wedding. 

Some slight element of justification is introduced for 
Midge. Hq looks after his crippled brother and sends money 
home to ma for a while until they become tiresome, He is 
bitter, ruthless and atavistic because he was kicked around 
until he fought his way into the money with his fists. He 
double-crosses the gamblers for whom he was supposed to 
throw a fight because his opponent's girl Jaughed at him and 
made him mad. He takes the girl and then tosses her, aside 
because that is what she would have done to him if he had 
lost his money. He dumps his old manager, who staked him 
when he was down and out, because a new manager can get 
him in with the “syndicate” that controls the fights, His ardor 
for the new manager's wife quickly cools when he is offered 
$20,000 and more to forget her—after all, Midge explains, $20,- 
000 is a lot of money, and you don’t pick it up every day. 
He only hits his crippled brother once, for nagging him just 
before a big fight. And: he shows some raw courage in taking 
a beating in the ring that finally kills him, instead of the 
mere viciousness of the pug in the book. 

Douglas does a remarkable job of Midge, changing from 
his usual suave or steely type into a cunning and elemental 
brute who still manages to be understandable, though scarcely 
lovable.°To replace Lardner’s sardonic touch, the producers, 
the new small outfit, Screen Plays Corporation, have installed 
slam-bang fight scenes and placed the emphasis on rawness 
and realism. (One sequence, where the double-crossed gam- 
blers’s thugs corner Kelly after a fight in the deserted arena 
and beat him unmercifully, is strangely like one in the recent 
“The Set-Up.”) a 

Altogether, in spite of the Eastern huzzahs that have 
greeted “Champion,” I don’t think it’s quite as good a prize- 
fight drama as “The Set-Up,” either for terseness, color, or 
dramatic validity. But the vitality of Douglas’s performance 
and the fight scenes make it arresting throughout. Arthur 
Kennedy plays the brother, Ruth Roman the wife, Paul Stew- 
art the first manager, and Marilyn Maxwell the gold-digger. 

The second feature, “SO THIS IS NEW YORK,” is the first 
movie effort of radio’s maverick comedian, Henry Morgan. It is 
also based on a Lardner story, the novel, “The Big Town,” about 
South Bend Hoosiers spending their inheritance in New York. 
It has been handled in a broad Pete Smith fashion, but much of 
the satire is refreshing and there are a lot of chuckles. Morgan 
himself is more or less a straight man for comedians like Rudy 
Vallee, Hugh Herbert, Leo ’Gorcey and Bill Goodwin. 
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Belvedere's Back 
It was inevitable that after Clifton Webb's success as the 
waspish genius, Lynn Belvedere, in “Sitting Pretty,” the char- 
acter would be with us again, which he is in “MR. BELVE- 
DERE GOES TO COLLEGE,” at the ST. LOUIS. Belvedere 
was too good to be dropped, of course, but he’s 
also too good to be buried in a script like this 
one. F. Hugh Herbert, the author of the 
“Sitting Pretty” screen-play, is sadly missed 
here. The current acripters have evolved a 
ridiculous enough situation, Belvedere becom- 
ing a freshman at a college, wearing a beanie, 
| being hazed and then emerging to run vir- 
tually everything. As long as they stick to Belvedere, his tart 
conceit and withering reprimands to his inferiors, done in 
‘Webb’s impeccable comedy style, the results are pretty amusing. 
But the possibilities of this: sort of humor wear out half 
way through and the authors are forced to resort to a dull 
romance between Shirley Temple and Tom Drake for plot. 
As their juvenile differences could have been resolved in a 
trice and they only serve to keep Mr. Webb off the screen 
for too many minutes at a time, the latter half if unreward- 
ing. Let’s hope the next time Belvedere returns, it will be 
in a comedy with more substance.

The Aeolo disembarks by row- 
boat on the black, sandy beach 
two or three film writers, Italians 
or foreigners, eager to hunt down 
and capture “the romance between 
Rossellini and Bergman.” 

Ingrid Bergman is a serious 
film star with a near-monopoly 
on roles of sweet character. Ros- 
sellini is an intense, talented Ital- 
ian director, now making with 
Bergman a picture of peasant life 
in these brutal, dying islands. 

Newcomers find the lovely In- 
grid looking much like her sainted 
film characters. She is accessible 
and friendly. She lives alone in 
the kitchen of a schoolmaster’s 
small house. Diligence, modesty, 
intelligence and plain Scandina- 
vian cleanliness are the qualities 
apparent in her demeanor ag in 
her face. 

Rossellini lives next door. His 
alert, baldish head is bursting 
with details of “After the Storm” 
—a month ago it was “God's 
Earth”"—a picture that is being 
written mercurially, mostly off the 
cuff in the special Rossellini 
method of improvisation. Rossel- 
lini is warm, available to all, and 
intelligent. 

After each wave of newcomers 
hits the beach of Stromboli there 
ensues a painful interval of about 
48 hours, embarrassing to the 50 
members of the working family of 
Berit Company (Bergman-Rossel- 
lini Italia). During this wretch- 
ed period the newcomers try to 
discover a love affair between 
star and director. 

Then the little white steamer, 
having made the rounds of the 
islands, returns to take the snoop- 
ers back to Naples. They go 
without knowing whether Ingrid 
loves Roberto, or Roberto loves 
Ingrid. The departure of the
